DEDICATION 


It  is  difficult  to  write  a  dedication  to  a  living  person,  someone  who  is  stepping  out  of  the  educational  limelight  and  into  the 
shadows  and  semi-obscurity  of  retirement.

Against  what  might  we  measure  his  successes  or  his  failures. 

Donald  McCahill  hopes  to  be  remembered  for  having  supported  all  activites  at  S.C.I.T.S.  and  for  promoting  in  his  quiet  and 
often  subtle  ways,  the  social  side  of  student  and  teacher  life.  Improving  interpersonal  relationships  among  members  of  the  S.C.I.T.S.

The  uMr.  McCahill"  we  know  is  the  result  of  a  varied  career.  He  spent  five  years  in  the  Service  during  World  War  II.  He  entered 
a  teaching  career  in  Hamilton,  Ontario,  but  left  to  join  management  at  Imperial  Oil  here  in  Sarnia.  He  returned  to  the  education 
scene  in  1964  and  taught  at  S.C.I.T.S.  In  1970  he  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  vice-principal  at  Alexander  MacKenzie  where 
he  remained  until  he  returned  to  S.C.I.T.S.  in  1974  as  vice-principal.

Contrary  to  what  many  may  think,  the  life  of  a  principal  is  stressful,  and  to  offset  this,  Mr.  McCahill  has  sought  to  balance 
his  life  of  people  with  another  side  of  life  that  involves  things  —  antiques.  It  is  in  this  hobby  that  he  intends  to  remain  active 
once  he  leaves  the  education  scene. 

His  special  "treats"  for  his  staff,  student  groups,  teams,  and  individuals  will  be  remembered  as  will  his  generosity  in  time  and 
money  to  those  who  had  a  project  that  never  would  have  come  to  fruition  without  his  support. 

We  at  S.C.I.T.S.  hope  that  Mr.  McCahill  will  find  personal  satisfaction  and  reward  in  his  retirement,  and  that  he  will  serve 
as  a  bench  mark  against  which  we  will  measure  our  new  principal  and  his  accomplishments.

I  confess  that  when  I  first  arrived  in  Canada.  I  was  completely  shocked.  I  had  never  seen  so  much  snow 
nor  felt  so  cold.  Afterwards,  these  things  became  insignificant  due  to  the  human  warmth  that  I  encountered. 

My  first  day  at  SCITS  was  a  new  beginning  for  me.  I  could  make  many  comparisons  between  SCITS 
and  my  school  back  in  Sao  Paulo.  For  example.  I  found  many  technical  courses  here  that  are  not  available 
in  my  highschool  and  found  being  able  to  practice  these  crafts  very  enriching.  Also,  the  majority  of  teachers 
here  are  more  at  ease  with  their  students,  perhaps  due  to  class  size.  In  Brazil,  it  ranges  from  36-45. 

Not  only  did  I  have  to  get  used  to  the  weather  here,  but  I  also  had  to  deal  with  going  to  school  from 
8:40  to  3:05.  Wow,  was  this  a  change!  I  was  used  to  going  from  7:30  to  12:30  and  having  the  afternoon 
free  to  study,  shop  or  go  to  the  BEACH! 

Concerning  Canadian  and  Brazilain  teen-agers.  I've  found  some  interesting  things.  When  it  comes  to  par- 
tying, music  and  sports,  there  are  few  differences  -  Brazilians,  too,  like  rock  and  roll,  new  wave  and  Micheal 
Jackson,  but  above  all.  we  enjoy  our  national  sport  of  soccer,  or  futbdl.  as  we  call  it. 

One  thing  that  I  admire  and  envy  very  much  is  that  there  are  no  major  differences  in  Canadian  social 
classes.  Most  people  are  in  the  middle-class  and  live  comfortably,  but  in  Brazil,  we  have  extremes:  rich  capitalist, 
a  middle  class,  and  a  low.  low  class.  There  are  those,  too.  who  live  on  the  street. 

To  me.  this  will  be  an  experience  I  shall  learn  a  great  deal  from  and  cherish.  I  have  had  the  opportunity 
to  come  from  a  Latin  society  into  a  North  American  society.  I've  noticed  many  differences  and  similarities 
between  the  two  cultures.  Yet  one  thing  that  we  have  in  common  is  that  we  all  strive  to  make  ourselves 
and  our  country  the  best  possible.  I've  had  the  chance  to  learn  many  new  things,  have  many  new  experiences 
and  become  friends  with  very  caring  and  warm  people  -  the  Canadian  people.
